W ith public utility valuations 
still unreported, his estim ate will 
be exceeded.

PALM SPRINGS gained in its 
position as second richest city 
in the county, the local gain ex­ 
ceeding the increase in Corona, 
third city in the county in as­ 
sessed values. 
For the typical home owner 
who has owned a home for the 
past few years and who has not 
acquired new property, the in­ 
crease m eans good news. For 
the county tax load will he spread 
lover a broader base and if sup­ 
ervisors hold to the line in pre­ 
venting budget increases, should 
bring a slightly lower total cost.

CHANCE VISIT TO CATHEDRAL CITY AND WAIT 
FOR FRIENDS BROUGHT NEW BANK TO THIS AREA 
Desert Bank Marks 
Third Anniversary 
As Result of Call 
If dynamic O. A. Torgerson 
had not promised a close friend 
to visit old Mexico with him and 
if that friend had not been at 
least ten days late in getting 
started, there might never have 
been organized what is today 
known as the Desert Bank. 
All of the above was brought 
to .mind this week with the an­ 
nouncement that the Desert 
Bank will celebrate its third an­ 
niversary July 11. It was on that 
day the Desert Bank of Cathedral 
City first opened its doors. 
TODAY THE SAMK institution 
with an additional Desert Bank 
in Palm Springs, opened Sep­ 
tember 5. 1950, and still another 
one scheduled to open in Indio 
early in September boasts of as­ 
sets totaling a little more than 
$4.000,000, 
A cursory inspection of the 
records indicate that the bank 
has on deposit with it $3,700.000. 
The comparatively new institu­ 
tion has played a vitally impor­ 
tant role in the development of 
Palm Springs and surrounding 
resort areas. 
MORE THAN 65 per cent bt 
its loans to clients has gone into 
the construction of homes, the 
solid kind of development sought 
l)y most communities, it was 
pointed out. 
But back to Torgerson's chance 
Visit to Cathedral City while 
waiting for his Alaskan friend 
£ee Dickinson to get started on 
the long .agreed journey to old 
Mexico. 
Bill. Hillery, Cathedral City 
realtor recalled that Torgerson 
while waiting the arrival of his 
friend Lee and family, decided 
to Vjsit Cathedral City and Palm 
Springs where he had heard 
Borne of his friends from Alaska, 
Jphere he had spent 15 years, 
were living and in business. 
» "I DIDN'T KNOW Torgerson in 
Alaska personally but I had 
Jieard of his phenominal work 
as an organizer and banker," 
5‘aid Hillery. "While waiting at 
Cathedral City and visiting with 
Alaskan friends there, everybody 
jorgerson met urged him to open 
a.bank in that community.” 
* •"I went on to Mexico with Lee 
Dickinson,” said Torgerson, “but 
the idea of opening a bank in 
Cathedral City stuck with me. 
I decided to return to that com­ 
munity and study the situation 
a 1 little more thoroughly." 
i 'i THE RESULT of his return is 
represented in the amazing fi­ 
nancial growth of the Desert 
Bank. 
Torgerson was well known to 
fo; Trier Alaskan residents then 
residing In Palm Springs and 
Cathedral City. When they urg- 
gd upon him the organization of 
a .new bank .in Cathedral City 
fhe eamfy Norwegian, who ori­ 
ginally hails from near St. Paul, 
moved cautiously and carefully. 
Disaccord in the banking world 
has been one of continued 
achievement. 
Before moving to Alaska Tor- 
Rerson started at the bottom 
rung of the ladder as a teller in 
a bank at Everett, Washington. 
When he left that institution ten 
years later he had achieved the 
position of vice-president. 
IN ALASKA at the verv height 
of the depression in this coun­ 
try, 1932, Torgerson’s pleasing 
personality and his zeal for 
fnore and more work, gained for 
him wide acclaim as a banker. 
He spent seven years in Cordova. 
On to Kodiak, Torgerson start­ 
ed the first bank in that north­ 
ern tip of Alaska. Seven and one 
half years later he had decided 
to retire and fulfill that promise 
to' Lee Dickinson and both fam i­ 
lies would now make that long 
•postponed trip to old Mexico. 
Thus the Desert Bank of Patm 
Springs. Cathedral City (and 
soon Indio) become part of this 
growing "desert empire” as Tor 
gerson Is want to call it.

TORGERSON although he has 
accomplished, what many desert 
dwellers at one time said was 
impossible judging by the suc- 
cess-yardstick of 
the Desert 
Bank, is modest, soft speaking 
and retiring. Those who know 
him intimately know that he is 
constantly seething w ith ideas 
and has in a short span of time 
inherited an almost reverent 
feeling for the desert and its 
progress. 
There is no doubt that he 
guided the selection of the first 
directors of the banking institu­ 
tion at Cathedral City. Each one 
was considered a pillar of good 
civic endeavor.

High Cost of Mosquito Fight 
Told CV Advisory Planners 
The proposed county build­ 
ing code enabling act, the Mo­ 
squito Abatement District's in­ 
creased tax levy, fire preven­ 
tion and protection measures 
were among items of business 
before the Coachella Valley Ad­ 
visory Planning Committee Fri­ 
day night at their meeting at 
the water district office at Coa­ 
chella. 
Tyler Suess, county planner, 
explained the proposed building 
code will permit areas desiring 
to adopt such protective meas­ 
ures to apply for such require­ 
ment aid. 
"THE CODE which will likely 
become effective Sept. 1, is one 
that has been crystallized at 
meetings of the county planning 
commission and board of super­ 
visors and will permit areas to 
establish building codes. It is 
especially interesting to the des­ 
ert areas which had 
already 
started steps in that direction, 
notably in the Cathedral City 
area,” he said. 
“The planning commission will 
recommend that where building 
codes are adopted they will be 
uniform, and thus the entire 
county’s code will be uniform 
eventually. 
“IT IS THE planning commis­ 
sion’s idea that the code not be 
concerned about who shall do 
the work, electrical and plumb­ 
ing, as long as the minimum 
standard requirements are met.” 
Dr. C. S. Johnson. Mecca, mem­ 
ber of the Mosquito Abatement 
District board, explained the 
need for increasing the district’s 
tax levy from 4c to 15c this year? 
when Chairman Herb Eccles- 
stone, Desert Hot Springs, ask­ 
ed if the committee wished to 
support or question the in ­ 
crease." 
"Increasing use of irrigation 
water, increased waste water, 
need of equipment and housing 
facilities, require our increasing 


the levy this year," Johnson ex­ 
plained. 
HE SAID the district was or­ 
ganized to study gnats and con­ 
trol gnats but that the increase 
of mosquitoes had this year nec- 
cessitated the establishment of 
a mosquito control division. 
The 15c levy is the maximum 
the district can sei and this a ­ 
mount can be taxed without the 
approval of the county supervis­ 
ors, he potinted out. Some aid 
from the State Bureau of Vector 
Control is expected this year in 
the mosquito battle, but he also 
asked for aid from the water dis­ 
trict and road department in 
controlling the amount of waste 
water in the Valley which pre­ 
sent mosquito breeding prob­ 
lems. 
ECCLESTONE said the Desert 
Hot Springs area was setting up 
fire district patterned after Ca­ 
thedrals City and an application 
for such district’s formation wiil 
be presented the county super­ 
visors July 10. 
He said Truman Holland, ask­ 
ed the committee to support the 
department’s request for $25,000 
for materials which volunteers 
would use to build housing for 
fire equipment at Mecca, Ther­ 
mal, La Quinta, and other plac­ 
es. Next year’s program includ­ 
es fire equipment for Thousand 
Palms. The committee adopted 
a resolution to bo sent the sup­ 
ervisors supporting the fund re­ 
quest.
